‘Tho first nowspaper published in Phila- 
delphia was the Amorican Weekly Mercury, |

in Boston, The publication was “printed 
and sold by Andrew Bradford, at the Bible, 
In the Second street, and John Copson, in 
the High Street,” Bradford, like the foun- 
ders of the Boston News-Letter and the 
Boston Gazette, was a postmaster, Hs 
Tather Willlam~ Bradford, had” estiblished 
the first printing office In America outside 
of -New’ England, The postmaster-editor 
had bis troubles with the authorifles, and 


was warned, on pain of imprisonment and 


the confiscation of his printing plant, never 
to publish anything about the political af- 
fairs of the colonies The reprimand and 
warning followed the publication of an 
article which Bradford explained had been 
Inserted by a journeyman printer without 
his knowledge, Bradford had other dis- 
putes with the powers that ruled Philadel- 
phia, and on one occaston was committed 
to prison, but was released, .He continued 
the publication of the Mercury until. his 
death in 1742, when the paper was con- 
tinued by his widow, tho first woman 
editor in America, The second Philadel- 
phla paper, the Universal instructor in All 
the Arts. and Sclences and: Pennsylvania 
Gazette, was founded In 1728, and taken 
over by Benjamin Franklin “the following 
year,

Justice, Is Seventy-One, 


Sir Richard Everard Webster. first Ba- 
ron Alverstone, who recently ‘retired as 
Lord Chief Justice of England, will pass 
his 74 milestone In Ife today, The vener- 
ablo jurist has been granted an annulty 
of 820,000 for life, In relinquishing the 
ermine to Sir Rufus Isaacs, Lurd Alverstone 
established a precedent as belng the first 
Lord Chief Justice in England’s history to 
resign the office, Lord Alverstone was 
one of the British commiss{oners appointed 
to decide the Alaska boundary dispute be- 
tween tho United States and Canada and 
ha cast his voto with the United States 
commissioners, — Continued ill health, and 
not any bellef in the theory that advane- 
ing years necessarily detract fram a man’s 
ability, caused Lord Alyerstone to quit the 
bench, 

“The great men I havo known.” sald 
Lord Alverstone shortly before his retire 
ment, “have done thelr best work between 
the ages of 65-and 80, or certainly between 
65 and 70, Physical Infimitles incident 
to age may affect a man's Judgement, but 
I am convinced that this 1s not so often 
the case as many would hayo us believe,” 

Richard Webster was born on Dec, 22, 
1842. At Cambridge he stood high tn 
scholarship and as an athlete, and he could 
cover a mile in very near to record time, 
His rise in the profession of law was not 
rapid, but ft was thorough, He achleved 
prominence Ja ono year, entering Parlia- 
ment in 1885, and within the twelve-month 
bocoming Attorney-General of England, and 
a Knight Bachelor, Ho was a thinker ra- 
ther than an erator, and his Jack of elo- 
quence, all the more pronounced because 
as Attorney-General he was frequently pit- 
ted against men who had kissed the Blarney 
Stone, led to the application’ by his poll- 
tieal enemies of tho title “Sir Wretched” 
Wobster, He was Attornoy-General from 
1885 until 1900, except for a period of 
tree years, and in 1900 g00d fortune 
again visited upon him a triple honor, 
Early in that year ho was given tho lucra— 
élve position of Master of the Rolls, and 
before the yoar was out ho was made 
Chief Justice, at a RAalary of 840,000 a year 
and was created a lord, - 

In the famous Alaska boundary dispute 
Lord Alverstone cast the deciding vote 
against his own country, The commission 
met in 1903, with Ellhu toot, then Secro- 
tary of War; ex-Senator George Turner 
of Washington, and Senator Henry c 
Lodge of Massachusetts represonting the 
United States, The British commissioners 
were Sir Louis A, Jette and Hon A, B 
Aylesworth, of Canada, and Lord’ Alyer.

of the bank, left a balance of $1,015,-

the end of the year. The net result of 
the year, therefore, is that the profit 
and loss account has been increased by 
$404,900.22 after all deductions for ex- 
penses, dividends and appropriations 
have been made, 

As the paid-up-capital of the bank 
amounts to $11,500,000, it will be seen 
that the profits for the year are slivht- 
ly in excess of 181-2 per cent, . the 
capital. 

Fiqually pleasing are the figures con- 
tained in the statement of assets and 
Habilities. As against total liabilities 
to the public, amounting to $154,761,-

Deposits bearing interest are well 
above the hundred-million-dollar mark, 
being. $101,900,790.87.

An interesting comparison in the 
liabilities to shareholders is seen in the

London, Dee. 22, -Probably the most} 
interesting of the Scott: Antarctic CX- 
pedition specimens, which have Just 
been placed in the Natural History 
Museuni at South Kensington, are the 
few pieces of coal by Capt. 


found 
Scott's purty in latitude 85 degrees, in 
the middles of the frozen plateau that 
stretches from Kine Edwards land way | 
beyond the South Pole, 

The coal was found by Commuiunder 
vans among the litte bundle of fos- 
sils which Cept. Seott and his’ three 
compantons dragged through the blis- 
gard with thetr other baggaye on that 
Memorable return journey which cost 
them their Hyes. The few Uny-frag- 
ments, under the Hght of science, tell 
a wonderful story If it is true, as 
these speciments strongly indicate,

SPANISH MURDERER 
BROUGHT TO JUSTICE 
BY CROSSING HIMSELF 


Madrid, Dec, 22.—Because he was 
pious enough to stop to cross himself, 
before shooting his victim, a Russian 
peasant who murdered an English mine 
manager has been brought to justice. 
The story has been made public by 
an American mining engineer who has 
just returned from a six months’ tour 
of the mining regions of Western 
Siberia, 

The murderer had resented a rebuke 
from the mine manager for whom he 
Was working and had sworn. ven- | 


geance ‘That evening a shepherd saw 
the peasant mount the veranda of the 
mine miunager’s quarters, where the 
owner could be seen. sitting with his 
back to the window The miner had 
a pistol in his right hand as he raised 
it to fire he crossed himself with his 
left. The peasant was too far away 
to intervene or even. to recognize the 
assailant, but he did notice that the 
murderer, in crossing himself, did not 
seem able to double his arm at the 
elbow, 

After shooting his victim through 
the back, the murderer fled. The shep- 
herd told his story to the authorities | 
and they at once recalled that the 
peasant who had had trouble with the 
mine manager was the possessor of a 
stiff left arm, the result of an acci- 
dent, They arrested the suspect and 
he confessed the murder after the offi- 
eer told him’ his act had been wit- 
nessed,

reduced to a minimum. 


Economy to Ratepayers 


The superior qualities of concrete for bridge cons 
struction appeal strongly to engineers, but they will 
appeal more strongly to the ratepayers of your commun- 
ity. It is not only the initial cost that must be paid by 
the ratepayers, but the final cost as well. They must as- 
sume the burden of every cost connected with all public 
works. If the upkeep and repair costs are high, they 
must pay; if low, they save money. Hence it is the 
ratepayers who receive the greatest service from a con- 
crete bridge, for they have a bridge that is artistic, giving 
a greater beauty to the locality, and at the same time 
durable; so that they are not continually asked to spend 
money to keep it up. They receive the greatest direct 
benefit.
